medical information about some of his ^tlenta. 

Working with the Chicago PoUce Intelligence mri- 
Sion, they made a futUe attempt to entrap him into 
providing a false medical report for a dr^t wder, 
hoping it would lead to a federal charge of 
Finally, they put him on a ‘‘priority one list of 
supposedly dangerous persons to be swept off to 
jail In the event of civil disorder. _ 

All this is revealed in 3,200 pages of FBI flies on 
the 54-year-old physician, who often has been ou^ 
spoken on controversial issues but never has been 
arrested and has always disavowed violence.
